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SUBJECT:        FY  93  -  94  ANNUAL  REPORT  INFORMATION 


August  1,  1994 


The  statistical  information  in  this  report  reflects  a  continuing  increase  in  the  demand 
for  law  enforcement  training  at  every  level.    In  1976,  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement 
Academy  conducted  21  academy  programs  and  28  regional  programs  for  about  1 100 
students.    By  1987,  when  police  training  programs  began  to  look  more  like  they  do  today, 
there  were  22  academy  programs  and  43  regional  programs  reaching  1 141  students. 

Today,  the  demand  for  police  training  is  skyrocketing.    Since  1991,  new  attendance 
records  have  been  set  every  year.    In  FY  94,  2937  students  attended  181  training 
programs,  39  academy  and  142  regional.    Facility  use  and  staff  resources  have  been 
stretched  to  the  limit  and  then  stretched  again  as  more  and  more  quality  training  programs 
are  provided  to  greater  numbers  and  types  of  criminal  justice  personnel.   The  figures  within 
this  report  tell  that  tale. 

We  have  reached  many  of  the  major  goals  set  forth  in  1990.   A  large  percentage  of 
our  entry  level  students  are  now  "pre-service",  civilians  who  attend  training  on  their  own 
time  and  at  their  own  expense  in  order  to  make  themselves  more  marketable  to  be  hired. 
Jailers,  coroners,  public  safety  communicators  and  others  now  receive  formal  training. 
Individuals  from  corrections,  social  services  and  law  enforcement  are  trained  consistently, 
oftentimes  in  the  same  classes,  so  that  training  will  mirror  the  shared  responsibilities  that 
these  officers  have  within  the  communities  where  they  live  and  work. 

Yet  even  as  our  programs  flourish,  our  facilities  remain  inadequate.   The  additional 
space  approved  for  leasing  by  the  1993  Legislature  is  still  unavailable.   Whether  it  can  be 
obtained  at  all  hinges  on  a  public  bond  issue  scheduled  for  November.    Some  Academy 
buildings  have  been  remodeled.    Many  safety  issues  have  been  properly  addressed.    But 
many  of  our  students  are  dissatisfied  and  discouraged.   As  a  result,  training  effectiveness 
suffers.   This  issue,  and  others,  will  be  the  focus  of  our  approach  to  the  legislative  session 
that  meets  in  1995. 


One  thing  is  still  certain.   Training  improves  performance.    Change  comes  about 
through  interaction.   As  you  will  see  from  this  report,  our  citizens  are  safer  and  service  has 
been  improved  because  of  training  conducted  here  at  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement 
Academy.

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Additionally,  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  hosted  major  training  sessions  for  the 
Montana  Highway  Patrol  and  the  Motor  Carrier  Services  Division  of  the  Montana  Department  of 
Highways.  Sheriffs  and  deputies,  chiefs  and  police  officers,  dispatchers,  fire  safety  officers, 
corrections  officers  and  numerous  citizen  groups  also  utilized  the  Academy  for  meetings  and 
training.  These  meetings  were  attended  by  71 1  persons  and  accounted  for  about  fourteen  weeks 
of  facility  use.

Additionally,  during  FY  94  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  hosted  training  sessions  for  the 
Montana  Highway  Patrol,  Probation  and  Parole  Officers  and  the  U.S.  Marshals.  Seven  short  in-service  legal 
update  workshops  were  conducted  by  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  assigned  to  the  Academy.  These 
were  held  in  Glendive,  Billings,  Great  Falls,  Ennis,  Missoula,  Thompson  Falls  and  Kalispell.  The  Academy 
training  staff  conducted  seventeen  "Crisis  Intervention  Workshops"  that  were  attended  by  322  state 
employees  who  work  as  auditors,  social  workers  or  clerks.  Formal  POST  credit  was  arranged  for  224 
students  who  completed  training  for  the  Montana  Criminal  Justice  Information  Network.  Finally,  853 
individuals  attended  meetings  at  the  Academy,  accounting  for  another  five  weeks  of  facility  use  {Table  VI).
